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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the request for continued examination and 
amendment filed 7 September 2006. 

2. Claims 1-8, 12-16, and 18-38 are pending. Claims 1, 22-29, and 34-38 are 
independent claims. The rejection of claims 1-8, 12-16, 18-28, 30-32, and 36-38 under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12 have been withdrawn as necessitated by the amendment. The rejection 
of claims 1-2, 12, 14, 22-23, 25-32, and 34-38 under 35 U.S.C. 102 under Baumgartner 
et al. (US 5642171, 1997) and claims 3-8, 13, 15-16, 18-21,24, and 33 under 35 U.S.C. 
103 under Baumgartner and Levine et al. ("A Sine+Transients+Noise Audio 
Representation for Data Compression and Time/Pitch Scale Modification," 1998), 
Cornog et al. (US 6665450, filed 2000), Shapiro et al. (Computer Vision . 2001), Fay et 
al. (US 2002/0143547, filed 2001), and Boezman (US 6188396, filed 2001) have been 
withdrawn as necessitated by the amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 12-16, and 18-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither discloses nor suggests to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the applicant's invention to provide a retiming function for a rampable retiming effect 
that maps output times, for a sequence of audio samples and a sequence of video 
samples, to input times. Further, the art of record neither discloses nor suggests to one 
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of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the applicant's invention to compute an output 
video sample for the output time by applying a video resampling function to a plurality of 
input video samples from points in time surrounding the corresponding input time, 
wherein the video resampling function combines information from the plurality of input 
video samples to produce the output video sample.
